8h6 was rid- 
ing a pony without saddle or bridle, 
and she was batleea and without shoes. 
Most of the inen had been uronstxi. giid 
werd'onxiooi to bear her story before 
ehe reached too general's tent. Her re- 
port was fend And to tbe point. Teu 
miles to tile northwest was a party of 
pioneer*—8 tjngoas, 20 men and 40 
women and children, tho damp had 
been atfiioSed by Indians ah hoar be- 
fore, and the girl bad mounted her 
pony-, dashed through the lines and gal- 
loped in search of aid. She bad been 
followed for tbe first three or four uli!«e 
by mounted Indiana, but bad distanced 
them. 


Ouster interrogated her concerning 


tbo situation of the anmp and tbo 
strength of the Indians, and, behoving 
tbe pioneers could bold tbeir own 
through tbe night, tbe men wort order- 
ed bach to their blankets. It was about 
•n boar before daylight when wo 
moved, tbe girl riding at tbo. bead Of 
(be column with thii general aud two 
or three scouts, and we were within 
half a mile of tbe camp when tbe dark- 
ness faded away and gave us a view qf 
the eitrjaMon. Then it was a switt dash 
•t the .hoetiles, a sharp fight for ten 
minutes, and we had eent tho band scur- 
rying away. 


In Sod about the wagons lay elx dead 


and four wounded men—tea dead or 
wonndcxj1 woman and children. Every 
horse and tdule was disablfed, and bad 
we waited a quarter of an hour longer 
tbe Indiana -would have "rushed" and 
bartied tbe camp and wiped out every 
SoaJ. At midnight they bad cut off frwb 
Of tho outer wagons for a moment and 
made captive a boy 10 years old—Mary 
fbompsoii'N dwti brother. Her father 
and mother were among the dead, her 
brother carried away by the warriors 
As tbeff fled before us. Tbe soldiers and 


lere crowded, about the girl and 
her wards of sympathy, and for a 
minutes She bid away in one of the 


wagons to be alone with her grief. 
Whoa she reappeared, &er tear* bad van- 
ished, and she announced ber resolu- 
tion to make an effort to recover ber 
capttvobrothef. General Coster advised 
gnd argued with ber, bat she refused to 
go back to a poliit of safety with the 
surviving pioneers. 6ue did not ask to 
go with the Command, bat intended to 
depoliS uptt) herself *ibn6. t think she 
would hove been forced to go away with 
th6 pioneers bad she gemalned with us 
a fnv tninntes longer. While the people 
w&% miking teady for a start tbe rank 
and $le (earned of bet determination. 
We Outfitted be* poay, banded her over 
a wlnottttter tiflo and a revolver and 
plenty of amtatmitiop, Aipplled her 
with food for several days, and nothing 
wag Isdktng whan she ro«!o oat at camp 
in tbe direction tbe Indians had taken. 


JJlldw'inS that ber brother Jimnifo 


•would fci eent to eozne village among 
the bills (o be hold captive, she gave all 
ber attention to dodging war parties 
and bunting out villages. On the old

named after tbe girl. One morniug aft- 
er a nigh t spent in riding over tbe plains 
she entered a grove of willows and cot- 
tonwoods on a little island in the mid- 
dle of tbe (ttroani to lie up for tho day. 


About 10 o'clock in the forenoon an 


Indian bond numbering about 20 old 
men. women and children came along 
oTOd made tbeir camp on tbo east bank i 
of the Sttcam and within pistol ehot of 
tbe biding girl.

Tbe girl woj riding straight 
tito tho ooemy's oomirty, and at sun- 
down sbo determined to go no farthei, 
As she roadbed the oroca flowing around 
tbe east baeo of "Thom&KRt'B fort," 
which is a hill etandlng by itself, she 
threw herself oft hoi horse and tooli a 
long drink and then led tbe autmal to 
the crest of the hill. Fortunately for 
her there was ft link of bailn at tbe top, 
with many locati rocbl lying ntiotra. And 
In a short tlt»t> tbe bad done ell that a 
spldiar could have accomplished under 
the- olrenmetaucos. As tbe IndlauB fiatoo 
up they spread ont tt> enctTde <bo hilL 
They bad ran their victim to tezth and 
were in ao hurry to £oro Injj rlfio. 


From duk tb dawb tho beraiiio was 


ootdlstorbed, and elio afterward related 
that sba slept faiily well. 3ho bad a 
soldier's canteen full df water, plenty 
of provisions and ommtmttloa and wax 
not at all dismayed over tbo situation. 
when morning came, the Indians de- 
manded her srjrrS&de?, giving her much 
pralso and promising to esoort her to 
one ot tbelr villages usnort. Tbb (bey 
would likely have done, fo« elfi> did not 
propose to become a oaptlvo while able 
to give a shot froiD rifjo or revolver. 
Two hours were eobeqmed by the Indi- ' 
ans In trying to negotiate a enrrender, 
and then, finding the girl inflexible, 
they made their flint attack. At a given 
signal the 1$, who were under the com- 
mand of a snbrjhlBl named Little Horse, 
rushed lor the crest 6t the bill. They 
gained it, but after a fight of two mia- 
ntos were driven off with the loss of (wo 
warriors killed and one wounded. This 
last was tbe chief hiuibeli. Ho was shot 
through the cheek and had tbe tip of 
his tongue carried away, and so badly 
did this interfere with his spe«ch that 
bvo years later hfe drowned himself la 
despair. So well wqs ttra girl intrenched 
on the crest rtf tbe bill that it Was 
d.oemed unwlso to attpck her again, and 
the band eok down to etaJVo her out. 
For three nights and two days she held 
the fort, wounding two fltber Indians 
and escaping all their bullets, and then 
tba Indians withdrew and left her, and 
she went her way in peace. 


As I SRW Mary Thompson wben she 


first set out on her dangerous mission 
ao did. I see her wben it bad been con- 
cluded. Ffom JJay until November tho 
scouted the plains and dodged among 
the bills alone, her life and liberty in 
peril, almost every hoar in the 24. Tbe 
village hi which her brother was held 
captive moved., many times, but she al- 
ways located It numv and wutobed for 
her opportunity. It came one night 
with the setting b» Of winter. There 
was a blizzard raging wben she entered 
the village, crept from lodgo to lodge 
end finally (fraud her brother asleep be- 
tween two boys. She woke htm up and 
got him Out oi fbe lodge without dis- 
turbing the others, and once they had 
mounted her horse ^ey set SO in tho 
direction of a supply camp 60 iii'Jra dis- 
tant, So severe wa« the storm, howev- 
er, rjiijt after riding ten miles the pair 
made camp to a ravine until tbe worst 
was 6~ve"r. Jr, was 86 hoars before the 
storm ceased, and the Indians soon 
started out and picked up tbe trail al- 
most as soon as tbe pair had taken 
camp. The mow lay two feet deep on 
the level, abd with the horse carrying 
double (be race would goon have been 
Ton. Camped in a similar ravine, tcp 
miles t'b the West, were tbree compa- 
nies of tbe Seventh cavalry, and we 
bad just broken camp and got into the 
saddle when Mary Thompson, with her 
brother on the saddle behind her, dame 
riding down upon UB, with the yelling 
Indians only hajf a mile away.

All wen? armed, but tlrey came over the 
ridge and aown among us before they 
knew at onr pi^encei Only three livid 
to get haea to the village.

SUICIDE IN ADAMS 


Emil Auerbach Shoots Him- 


self While Despondent 


From Illness. 


WAS TOLD HE COULD NOT LIVE 


Planned the Suicide Carefully and 


Aimed His Gun With a Mirror. 


Was 
Formerly 
Prominent 


Socialist. 
Recently Re- 


turned 
From 


Klondike. 


Emil Auerbach. 42 years old. a con- 


tractor and builder of Adams and well 
kno\vn here, committed suicide by 
shooting himself at his home 99 North 
Summer street about 3 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. 


Por a long time Mr. • Auerbach has 


been ill with cancer of the stomach, 
and for the past few weeks has been 
an invall'l. So emaciated was he that 
lie could hardly walk and his condition 
was such that he had spoken several 
times of killing himself. 


Two Weeks ago he went to the sani- 


tarium in this city and consulted Dr. 
W. E. Brown. 
He was told that 


nothing could be done for 
him 
and 


that he must die 
from 
the disease. 


This fact naturally increased his des- 
pondency.. 


He was Quite a 'well known man and 


at no time was he out of his head. He 
planned his death and did it well. A 
few days ago fie had his wife fix him 
a bed on the lounge in the kitchen. 
Thursday afternoon he told his wife 
to 8° to the garden, which is about 
100 feet from the house, and pick some 
cucumbers for pickling. She left the 
house about 2.15 o'clock and returned 
at 2.45 to find him lying dead, in a 
pool of blood. 


The sight was a terrible one, and she 


ran from the house screaming . She 
notified , the 
neighbors of what haa 


happened and they came to the house 
Herman Kiontke ran to the village 
and notified F. B. Mole, who told the 
police what had taken place.

Auerbach left the house, the husband 
walked or crept into the sitt'n? room 
to a book easj* and took out the re- 
volver.
